Ontario To Raise 
Minimum Wage 


Increases in Ontario's mini- 
mum wage rates were announced 
last Thursday as Ontario followed 
federal policy on the rates. 

But the general rate will not 
reach Ottawa's level of $1.65 
until April 1 next year. In the 
meantime, it will rise to $1.50 
from $1.30 on Oct. 1. 

The minimum rate in the con- 
struction industry is being raised 
to $1.75 and $1.90 on the same 
dates. It now is $1.55. 

Labor Minister Dalton Bales, 
announcing the changes in the 
legislature, stressed that the new 
rates will cover everyone in the 
province except in the student 
and learner categories. 

The federal rate, approved by 
the Commons Tuesday, applies 
only to employment that falls 
under federal jurisdiction. 

Minimum wage rates were first 
established in Ontario in 1963. 
The general rate then was $1.00, 
the construction rate $1.25. The 
present rates have been in effect

He agreed with Donald Mac- 
Donald, New Democratic Party 
leader, that the higher rates 
might still not bring families ab- 
ove the income level considered 
necessary by social agencies. 

But, he said, minimum rates 
do give "protection against ex- 
ploitation” to "workers whose 
bargaining power is limited."

Problem 


Parliament has adjourned un- 
til Monday, Oct. 5 after an 
eight-month sitting in which in- 
flation, sovereignity, pollution 
and the country's wheat glut were 
major issues. 

There was the usual avalanche 
of words in the 28th Parliament's 
second session that began last Oct. 
22 and adjourned Friday. But 
there was action as well as talk 
and some 60 bills made it through 
the legislative mill. 

Some of the legislation was 
controversial but most bills drew 
support, at least in principle 
from all parties. 

Inflation was the major prob 
lem facing the government dur- 
ing the present parliamentary ses- 
sion. It was raised almost daily 
in the Commons question period.

Design for Mall 


Linked with Area 
Indian History 


Tradition and meaning are in- 
corporated into the name of Cam- 
bridge Leasehold's new Quinte 
Mall, Treasurer Ron Ellingwood 
said at a press conference in Bel- 
leville announcing plans for the 
new enclosed shopping centre- 

Mr. Ellingwood credited the 
stoff at the Hastings County Mus~ 
eum and citizens for assistance 
in research and suggestions that 
resulted in the selection of the 
Quinte Mall symbol. 

Its origins go back 1300 years 
to the sacred Indian word "Gente" 
Mr. Ellingwood said in explain- 
ing how the design of the "thun- 
derbird" type symbol was arrived 
at. The name Quinte, which 
came into being with the arrival 
of French missionaries in the 1600's 
covers the market area the shop- 


‘ 
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ping mall is being planned to 
serve in the four counties of Len- 
nox and Addington, Prince Edward 
Hastings and west to Northumber- 
land. 

To achieve adistinctive iden- 
tification with the area, Mr. El- 
lingwood said his research showed 
North Hastings to be a nesting 
ground for the fish eagle or osprey 
which the early Indians called 
"Thunderbird." In various forms 
it became a well known symbol to 
them. The new Quinte Mall sym- 
bol was developed from an early 
illustration of a beaded garter 
belt crafted by Indians of the 
Highlands of Hastings some 700 
years ago. 

In commenting on the sign- 
ificance to Belleville and the 
Quinte Region of the shopping 
mall. Mayor J. Russell Scott of 
Belleville said, "It will become 
a landmark of progress anddevel- 
opment in the community and the 
entire area."

on fatigue and stress on the part 
of the operator, much of which 
could easily have been avoided. 
Farm equipment on public high- 
ways is another source of rural 
death. Tractors, for example, 
are not designed for highway 
travel, and yet one-third of 
tractor deaths occur on highways. 

Children are the tragic victims 
of many farm accidents. An est- 
imated 20% of all fatalities in- 
volving farm machinery is made 
up of children under the age of 
ten. A constant surveillance of 
the whereabouts and activities of 
children isa reliable method of 
reducing such accidents. 

Fires take their share of human 
life. Defective chimneys, unsafe 
stoves and furnaces, improper use 
of electricity and gasoline have 
caused numerous serious fires and 
contributed to the growing stat- 
istics of farm deaths. Again chil- 
dren head the list of victims. 

In the final analysis it is the

Easy Strawberry Jam 


Fresh Ontario strawberries make 
scrumptious jam. "But", you say, 
"who wants all the work of cook- 
ing over a hot stove?" If you 
don't, then try this recipe, given 
by food specialists at Macdonald 
Institute, University of Guelph, 
for an uncooked strawberry jam. 
Uncooked Strawberry Jam -- 

2 cups finely mashed or sieved 
strawberries (about 1 qt.) 

4 cups sugar 

1 pkg. powdered pectinand | cup 
water OR, }cup liquid pectin 

Combine berries and sugar. 
Let stand about 20 minutes, stir- 
ring occasionally. Dissolve the 
powdered pectin in the water; 
bring toa boil and boil rapidly 
for 1 minute, stirring constantly. 
Remove from stove, OR, to use 
the liquid pectin, omit the pow- 
dered pectin and water and use 
only the 4 cup of liquid pectin. 
No cooking is necessary. 

Add the berry mixture to the 
pectin and stir about 2 minutes. 
Pour the mixture into jelly glass- 
es, leaving 4 inch space at.the

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temperature 24 to 48 hours or 
until the jam has set. This makes 
about 6 half-pint jars. 

Seal with paraffin wax and 
store in the freezer. This jam 
will keep about 4 weeks in the 
refrigerator, and up to a year in 
the freezer. 

NOTE = If the jam is too firm, 
stir to soften. If it tends to sep- 
arate, stir to blend. If it is too 
soft, bring it toa boil; it will 
thicken on cooling. 

Tile Drainage Act 
Benefits Farmers 


The Tile Drainage Act is a very 
valuable piece of legislation in 
promoting land drainage in Ont- 
ario, says Professor Ross Irwin, 
School of Engineering, Univer- 
sity of Guelph. 

Under this Act afarmer is able 
to borrow, at low interest, three 
quarters of the cost of installing 
tile drains on his farm. Many 
people in the past have benefited 
from this Act, says Professor Irwin 

From 1965 to 1969, the number 
of loans granted under the Act 
increased from 864 to1,491 and 
the total number of dollars loan- 
ed more than doubled from $1.8 
million to over $4 million per 
year. This has provided improv- 
ed drainage on about75,000 acres 
of land each year. 

The cost of installing tile drain- 
age has increased from 14.1 cents 
per foot in 1965 to 19.6 cents 
per foot in 1969. The average 
loan made last year was $2,900 
which is up from $2,000 in 1965, 
and isareflection of the increased

Causes Zero-Tolerance 


A new phrase which has re-| 
cently been added to the pesti- 
cide lexicon is ‘zero-tolerance’. 

Zero-tolerance is the attitude 
felt by most people today when 
they hear of pesticides being mis- 
used. The phrase represents not 
merely a distaste for poor use 
of chemical applications, but 
rather a total antipathy for any 
pesticide mistake or misuse. 

Because of this, says Profes- 
sor C. B. Kelly, Department of 
Botany, University of Guelph, 
every farmer, fruit andvegetable 
grower, nurseryman, florist, back- 
yard gardener, and householder 
must fully realize his responsib- 
ility to use only recommended 
pesticides and toapply them with 
great care. 

To avoid causing zero-toler- 
ance in others, those using chem- 
ical pesticides should always ob- 
serve the following rules: - all 
labels should be READ and the 
directions foruse followed exact- 
ly; the safety precautions listed 
by the manufacturer and the Ont- 
ario Department of Agriculture 
and Food should be observed; and 
a detailed diary of pesticide use,

Competative Grain 
Program Needed 
For Canada 


Anew program of production 
and market development to ease 
the current grain problem in Can- 
ada hos been called for by Dr. 
D. Dever, Secretary-General, 
Conada Grain Council, at the 
Canadian Seed Growers' Assoc 
jation Convention in London, Fri- 
day, July 10th. 

The early sixties, said Dr. 
Dever, offereda morket for the 
seller, but this trendreversedat « 
the end of the decade when the | 
buyer hod the advantage. The 
reason for this, said Dr. Dever, 
is that Canada honored the Inter- 
national Grains Agreement while 
other countries did not, and asa 
result Canadian grain was under- 
sold on world markets. “However 
our attitude has changed,” he 
added, “and we are now compet- 
itive." 

Protein content is now a gauge 
for grain buyers and Canada is in 
the process of establishing a pro- 
tein grading system. “The more 
protein, the better," said Dr. 
Dever. 

Canada's pricing mechanism 
and transportation systems are 
presently under long and close 
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study to check on possible im= 
provements which could make 
Canadian grain more competitive 
in world markets. Dr. Dever 
said he believed the key to Can- 
eda's success lay in a program of 
market and production develop- 
ment. 

"Many critics of our efforts to 
organize a market and production 
program have voiced the un= 
founded fear that we will disor- 
ganize sales activities. Ny 

But the speaker pointed to the 
value of personal sales contacts 
‘and said these were more effect~ 
ive and productive than older, 
more impersonal, sales methods. 


veillance of the changing mar- 
kets are the best methods of keep~ 
ing Canadian grain competitive, 
he added. 

"Let's have a market develop 
ment program and keep abreast 
of our competition," he said. 
Directing his comments to the 
delegates, Dr. Dever advised the 
seed growers to "leap, not walk, 
into a program of production de- 
velopment.

Ontario Hydro linemen don't wear rubber gloves for style or 
to combat dishpan hands but as a buffer against serious injury 
or death. | 

Unknown to the power users, the gloves also mean no service 
interruption since they enable a lineman to work on live wires 
without cutting the power. 

Gloves are never used more than 60 days without a thorough 
going oyer at Hydro’s research 
laboratories in western Toron- 
to. After washing, a $20,000 
machine confirms their insulat- 
ing standard. Then they are in- 
flated to twice normal size and 
examined for pinpoint holes and 
scratches. If not perfect they 
are thrown out. 

In use, even the gloves wear 
gloves, Leather gauntlets pro- 
tect them from punctures from 
wire and wood splinters. The 
tiniest flaw could cause a severe 
electrical injury.

Care of Strawberries 


Now that the harvest of June 
bearing strawberry varieties are 
over, the planting may be re- 
novated for next year's crop. 
Horticulturists with the Ontario 
Department of Agriculture and 
Food advise that only vigorous, 
virus-free plants be kept. 

The planting should be mowed 
off with a rotary lawn mower 
which is set so that the crowns are 


dry, fertilize with about 2 pounds 
of 8-16-16 or 10-10-10 per 100 
square feet. Water well to carry 
the fertilizer deep down into the 
soil. 

If the planting is to be kept 
for several years it is advisable 

to let the runners grow. Then 
the original plants can be plowed 


These are 
best thinned out toa spacing of 
about 12 inches. Application of 
fertilizer as given above will 
benefit these plants and ensure 
that a good harvest may be ex- 
pected the next year.

Canada’s Hospitality 
Industry Needs People 


Canada's hosp. ‘ality industry 
that accommodates thousands of 
tourists and travellers the year- 
round is faced with a shortage of 
personnel. The shortage is est- 
imated at about 500 annually and 
Loyalist College hasa newtwo 
and three year program to train 
young people for careers in Hotel 
Motel and Restaurant operation. 

Before embarking on the pro- 
gram, Dean George Brooks of 
the Applied Arts and Business Div- 
ision of The College, points out 
that College authorities checked 
out the potential market for grad- 
uates carefully with people who 
know the industry. They were 
assured that there is a continuous 
shortage of adequately trained 
people forwork in hotels and mo- 
tels. 

"This program is intended to 
train people in the skills and pro- 
vide them with the know-how re= 
quired for the successful operation 
of hotels and motels," Dean 
Brooks points out. 

The new Loyalist program is 
not geared to casual seasonal 
employment in tourist resorts, 
Dean Brooks emphasizes, "But 
rather to prepare graduates for 
full time employment in serving 
the public in the hotel industry. 
We have, in developing the cour- 
se, consulted with the Canadian 
and United States Motel, Hotel 
Associations and with senior ex- 
ecutives who are experienced in 
the staff requirements of a num- 
ber of important hotel operations. 

Dean Brooks found thot all 
stated very clearly that many job 
opportunities exist in the indus- 
try for adequately trained people 
and he adds, "we have been told 
by people inthe industry that our 
Program as proposed is exactly 
what is needed. " 

The program is not designed to 
produce ready-made managers 
but rather graduates who have the 
necessary knowledge to start at 

Permanent jobs at the operational 
level that require the same skills 
ond abilities that can ultimately 
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lead to more responsible positions. 
In the case of seasonal operations 
the relatively short time in which 
an operation has to attract busi- 
ness, knowledge of operational 
skills is all the more important. 
In the main, however, Dean 
Brooks emphasizes there is and 
will continue to be a strong de- 
mand for trained young people 
who are willing to start at the 
bottom in what are "people ser- 
vicing industries" and the employ 
ment is not subject to seasonal 
fluctuations. 

In the Quinte area which Loy- 
alist serves, one large internat- 
ional hotel-motel firm - Four Sea- 
sons - is now building a large 
marina-motel on the Bay of Quin: 
te shoreline at Belleville. Anoth- 
er large chain is planning to 
build a hotel at the north end of 
the City, north of MC-401. 

Dean Brooks in discussing the 
new program gives much credit 
to management of the Four Sea- 
sons who have assured the College 
that they will provide experience 
training through their key per- 
sonnel to students during the 
course of their program at Loyal- 
ist. 

"This is a most unusual resour 
ce of expert assistance and we 
hope to get similar co-operation 
from the Holiday Inn," the other 
large hotel chain locating in 
north Belleville, Dean Brooks 
adds. 

"Opportunities in this field 
are available right across Can- 
ada," Dean Brooks has found. 
"They exist notonly in the major 
hotel and motel chain operations 
but in smaller individual oper- 
ations as well".
